From a Poor German Tailor He Be- 
came a Daring Speculator in the 
Bradford Field—Made a Million Out of 
the James Mevey Well.

PITTSBURGH Fa.) April 10.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Bernard Forst, 
late of Pittsburgh, known to almost 
every oil man as “Barney” Forst. of 
McDonald oll-field fame, committed 
suicide in the Hoffman House, New 
York, today. Forst was a member of 
the firm of Greenlee & Forst. 

Meteoric was the career of Forst. 
He was one of the best-known oj] pro- 
ducers in this country, ten years ago. 
In 1874 he was a poor German tailor 
in Millerstown, Butler county, Pa. 
When the Bradford field was discov- 
ered, in 1878, the excitement almost 
depopulated Millerstown. Forst hast- 
ened to the new field, and with a lit- 
tle money which he had made repair- 
ing clothing, he began to speculate. 
He secured a membership on the 
Bradford Ol Exchange, and quit tall- 
oring. 

For several years the German tailor 
was one of the most daring specula- 
tors in the ofl business. When the 
crash came, & ing many to finan- 
cial ruin, Fo was a heavy loser. 
With what he saved from the wreck 
he quit speculating, and engaged in 
the less hazardous business of pro- 
ducing. He formed a partnership with 
C. D. Greenlee, and drilled many 
wells in the Butler field. The firm 
became prominent when the Wildwood 
field was opened. 

Ten years ago they leased the fa- 
mous James Mevey well in the Mc-

producer this country ever saw, un- 
til the recent big oil strikes in Texas.

VIIL—WORRY. 
(By Dr. N. 8. Davis of Chicago.) 


ENTAL worry is a condition of 
the human mind generally e- 
sulting from the combined in- 
fluence of fear, anxiety and deuht or 
uncertainty, and :s almost always ac- 
companied by incrensed excitabilty 
of the nervous structure of the body. 
It is a mental condition the opposite 
of confidence and contentment, and is 
very prevalent in the more highly civ- 
jlized countries of modern times. For, 
the more modern civilization advances 
the more Varied, enticing and complex 
become all the industrial and social 
relations of human life. Consequently 
the more numerous, tempting and un- 
certain become the conditions, motives 
and possibilities presented to each in- 
dividual composing the community.

the breathing to be less deep, thereby 
taking less air into the lungs, and fur- 
nishing less oxygen to the blood; a 
general sense of weariness, with less 
appetite, and less refreshing sleep. 
abitually receiving less than is nat- 
ural of the oxygen of the air through 
the air cells of the lungs into the 
blood, the sense of weariness or of be 
ing tired,“ becomes more constant; 
the natural secretion of the stomach, 
liver, pancreas and follicles of the in- 
testines are diminished, causing both 
indigestion and constipation; and 
metabolic or molecular changes in the 


nutrition and waste, are diminished, 
causing impairment of the vital prop- 
erties of the blood. For all the func- 
tions just named are directly depend- 
ent upon the constant and adequate 
supply of fresh oxygen of the air 
through the air cells of the lungs into 
the blood, and the liberation of car- 
bon in the air exhaled. 


HOW WORRY SHORTENS LIFE. 


Consequently, when —.— 
tal worry impairs the efficiency res- 
piration and circulation by depressing 
the influence of the vaso-motor and 
pneumogastric nerves, it indirectly 
disturbs and depresses all the impor- 
tant functions of the body, and lessens 
the individual's vital resistance to any 
and all causes of disease. He is more 
quickly overcome my either mental or 
physical exertion; he is more readily 
affected injuriously by atmospheric 
vicissitudes; and he more certainly 
yields to the influence of tubercular 
and all other disease-producing bacilli 
or microbes. His chances for long 
life, therefore, are very much dimin- 
ished. Indeed, I have never known a 
man or woman habitually afflicted 
with true mental worry who lived to 
three score and ten years. 

The class of people who enjoy the 
highest average duration of life and 
furnish the most numerous cases of 
unusual longevity is the clerical, and 
such others as are chiefly engaged in 
scientific and intellectual pursuits. 
Their occupations involve less expec- 
tation of either rapid pecuniary gains 
or losses, and if aMiction threatens 
them, their mental anxiety ie tem- 

by the ever-present hope of a 
tter life beyond this. 

Serious and protracted worry is 
manifested first most frequently and 
injuriousty during youth or school 
days; second, at the period of choosing 
one’s occupation and the first few 
years of its pursuit; and third, at the 
middie period of adult life, when 
ness vicissitudes and. domestic cares, 
discords and misfortunes are most fre- 
quent and severe. 

EFFECTS OF WORRY ON CHIL- 

DREN. 

The most active causes of the worry 
during school days are the arranging 
of children of different temperaments 
and capacities In the same —— as- 
signing them tvo many studies, and 
then constantly etimulating their am- 
bition to excel and intensifying their 
mortification at every failure. By such 
processes the younger and more timid 
ones are kept in a constant state of 
apprehension or worry until many of 
them lose appetite, become restless at 
night, often complain of heaiache and 
are retained at home, and not a few 
of them become afflicted with chorea 
or St. Vitus dance. Among the older 
pupils many are found whose ambition 
to stand high in too many classes leads 
them to study late at night and to 
omit daily, free, outdoor exercises, in 
consequence of which their blood re- 
ceives leas oxygen from fresh air in 
the lungs, and the functions of beth 
brain and stomach become impaired 
and the mind depressed or worried, 
and by the time they have completed 
the period allotted for school educa- 
tion they have become permanent in- 
valids from so-called neurasthenia, 
dyspepsia or tuberculosis, this all end- 
ing in shortening the duration of lite. 

BEGINNING A CAREER. 

Perhaps the most critical period cf 
human life ie that when the young 
man or woman finds it necessary to 
choose an occupation for life. Com- 
paratively few are contented ‘o follow 
the occupation of their parents by 
which they could, with reasons le cm- 
tainty, accumulate ail the neces*ary 
comforts and conveniences of life and 
make themselves useful members of 
society. On the contrary, suca is the 
all-dominating influence of wealth, 
and the social display it renders pce- 
sible, that the desire to make money. 
and to make it fast may be sald to be 
the ruling passion of the age. 

As the cities are the chief centers 
of trade, manufactures, prof¢es‘ons, 
all speculative enterprises «nd ahnest 
all varieties of labor, the young of both 
sexes are constantly migrating from 
the rural and agricultural districts to 
the cities, in the expectation of mek- 
ing money faster or gaining more de- 
sirable social positions. Conseyuently 
they find every line of business, from 
street sweeping and bar tending to 
floor walking and superintending in 
the great department „tors, all 
crowded with applicants for employ- 
ment. The avenues to the several pro- 
fessions are no less crowded, ana their 
successful practice even more difficult. 
Therefore, large numbers of lot sexes 
are constantly found ther whoi'y un- 
employed, or so unsteady tnat they 
are constantly n a state of .lepressing 
anxiety or worry lest they fali to ob- 
tain even the necessaries of life. Those 
of less education allow themselves to 
be packed into overcrowded ani m- 
ventilated houses and workshcps, at 
the lowest wages, which, added to the 
depressing influence of persistent men- 
tal worry, soon makes them subject to 
attacks of disease, especially of ty- 
— hoid fever and consumption, or they 

me desperate and yield to vicious 
habits and a brief life of vice and 
crime not unfrequently ended by 
suicide. ‘A large of 
the better ed apply for 
clerical work, either as n 
or saleswomen in shops and stores cr 
as bookkeepers, t ters, etc. Hav- 
ing left home to seek their fortunes 
they are directly confronted by three 


tissues of the body, constituting both 
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sources of worry. The first is caused 
by fear that they may not find su- 
able employment; the second, by anx- 
lety lest they may fail to give satis- 
faction where they are employed; and 
the third, still more anxiety for rapid 
advancement in both position and pay. 
UNWHOLESOME CONDITIONS. 
As has been previously stated, men- 
tal anxiety or worry always lessens 
the depth. and efficiency of respiration, 
which is further lessened by all indoor 
occupations requiring mental atten- 
tion. Consequently a large proportion 
of those young men and women who 
pass from a free outdoor life to cleri- 
cal work in shops, stores and offices, 
in a few months begin to complain of 
being tired. They insist that they 
are tired every night, and just as tired 
when they rise in the morning, with 
but little appetite. To “brace up” they 
take one or two cups of strong coffee 
or tea, and but little food for break- 
fast. This affords a little nervous ex- 
hilaration for about two hours, when 
it vanishes, leaving them more de- 
pressed and tired than before during 
the remainder of the day. In addition 
to coffee many of the young men add 
the smoking of a cigar of tobacco after 
each meal, or the taking of a glass of 
beer, both of which by lessening the 
sensibility the brain, diminishes 
their sense t wearinees or depression 
for an hodr or two, but also retards 
digestion and impairs the vitality of 
the protoplasm of the blood and tis- 
sues of the body, and therefore hastens 
their failure of health and adds to 
their mental worry in the same pro- 
portion. It d by the foregoing com- 
bination of influence that many thou- 
sands of both sexes become converted 
into dyspeptics, neurasthenics or con- 
sumptives before they complete the 
first thirty years of life. And other 
thousands of the men unconsciously 
to themselves are far on the road to 
drunkenness, poverty and vice. 
EXAMPLE OF MENPAL WORRY. 
That mental worry is capable of 
playing the part I have assigned to 
it is illustrated ** the following cases: 
Miss A., aged 23 years, up to four 
years previous had enjoyed good 
health and more or less free exercise 
in the open air. 


and digestion, which 
added to her anxiety through fear of 
being disabled by sickness. She per- 
severed with her work and became 
gradually worse, until at the end of 
three years she came to my office look- 
ing pale, thin in flesh, with an expres- 
sion of anxiety bordering on despair. 
I told her that on rising from the bed 
in the morning she should spend one 
minute in taking full breathing and 
free movements of her arms in all di- 
rections, by which she would renovate 
the air in her lungs, add several cubic 
inches of oxygen to her blood and 
quicken the whole circulation: then 
have her breakfast at such time that 
she could spend half an hour of walk- 
ing and free breathing in the open 
air before arriving at her shop for 
work, and when the day's work was 
done she could take her evening meal 
as usual, but never let the whole even- 


breathing, before going to bed. By 
doing this faithfully as long as she 
spent all the day indoors she would 
sleep nights and recover health. I saw 
her three yegrs later, looking well, and 
was assured by her that she had lit- 
erally followed my advice concerning 
exercise in the open air aud soon re- 
covered ability to sleep and good di- 
geation without medicine of any kind. 
THD MAN WHO TOOK NO EXER- 
CISE. 

Mr. C. called upon me ten or twelve 
years since, complaining of some de- 
gree of indigestion, slight irregulari- 
tles in the action ef his heart, esp:- 
cially on lying down at night, when 
his stomach was distended with gas, 
and great mental depression and worry 
through fear of sudden death or- 
ganic disease of the heart. He was 
an intelligent business man, much 
confined to his office, and during the 
last year, sinee having been told that 
he had permanent disease of 
he had ventured to take no active ex- 
ercise and was losing both appetite 
and sleep. After a careful examina- 
tion of his condition I was able to say 
to him that he had not the slightest 
disease of either heart or lungs, and 
that he was in no more danger of sud- 
den death than was any other man in 
the community. On the contrary, he 
was assured positively that if he 
would live on good, wholesome food, 
take no strong tea or coffee and no 
kind of liquor, either fermented or dis- 
tilled, but instead take from one to 


two hours of outdoor exercise each | 


day, he would soon be well. Five or 
six years later I met him in ＋ 
health and spirits, and all without 
any other medicine than fresh air, 
wholesome food and mental confi- 
dence. 

EFFECTS OF ALCOHOLIC DRINKS. 

But the most severe and protracted 
cases of mental worry are caused by 
the habitual use of alcoholic drinks, 
ald by other anaesthetic and nar- 
cotic drugs. It is not so much mental 
worry that these produce in those who 
drink as it is in their wives, mothers 
and children. On the drinker they di- 
rectly dull the sense of propriety, 
sear the conscience and produce pro- 
gressive degeneration, ending in physi- 
cal and mental imbecility if not inter- 
rupted ty outbreaks of reckless crim- 
inality, often including murder and 
suicide. 

But can any ene comprehend the 
amount and intensity of the mental 
worry endured by 100,000 wives” and 
mothers in our country whose hus- 
bands and fathers are spending much 
of their time and money in the saloon 
or club house with its bar and card 
table? Many of them become so much 
weakened in vitality by the continued 
worry caused by ever-increasing dread 
of the fast-approaching disgrace and 
poverty that they become easy vic- 
time of consumption or other infec- 
tious diseases, and not a few of them 
become insane. Neither does the 
mental worry and nervous exhaustion 
end with these. For the investiga- 
tions of the last half-century have 
shown conclusively that children be- 
gotten by parents whose blood tissues 
are daily impregnated with alcohol are 
born with so little vitality that one- 
half of their number die before they 
attain to 5 years of age, and of the 
yomaining half, 50 per cent. prove to be 
affected with eplle —4 feeble-minded- 
ness, idiocy, insan or physical de- 
formity, leaving — than 28 per cent. 
of the whole number to arrive at 
adult age healthy in body and mind.

HERE IS THE REMEDY FOR 

WORRY.

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REPORTS FROM TONOPAH, NE- 
VADA’S NEW MINING CAMP. 
The Big Strike at Gleason—In the 


Dragoons, Arizona—Bingham District, 
Utah—New Mexico Mines—Important 


Purchase—Mining Notes. 


Late reports from Tonopah, the new 
mining camp in Esmeralda county, 
Nev., strongly confirm previous ones, 
and indicate the existence of some 
valuable gold ore bodies. Sich reports 
as were originally published gbout this 
camp were of a contradictory charac- 
ter, but a late one printed in the Kegis- 
ter of Bishop, Inyo county, Cal., goes 
to show that first reports of the rich- 
ness of the ore were not too highly 
colored. The Register obtained its in- 
formation from two miners who had 
just come in from Tonopah, the sub- 
Stance of which Is as follows: 

Tonopah (accent on last syllable and 
meaning “no wood, no water.“) is 
reached by way of Sodaville, or Silver 
Peak. The latter route is the shorter 
by About thirty miles. The road from 
the gome thirty-five or forty 
is without water. Going by 
the distance is 147 miles. Be- 
tween here and Soda the wagon road is 
in bad shape in places, particularly on 
the mountains. From Soda on out the 
road is nothing extra. Water is found 
on it at Summit Springs, sixteen miles 
out, a limited amount; at Crow 
Springs, twenty miles further, there is 
a fair supply. Ten miles further. 
Stewart's well, which is forty feet deep, 
furnishes plenty. From that point to 
the new camp is fourteen miles. Part 
of the way is over the old San Antone 

The water ie all gocd. Sodaville 
is the nearest point, Austin being 125 
miles away. 

The camp is in the foothills of the 
San Antone range, and to the east of 
Lone Mountain, at the lower end of 
Smoky Valley. Heavy teams can easily 
be driven to the dumps of any of the 
company mines. Water for the camp 
is now fauled three miles from 
springs. Another supply has been 
found four and one-half miles away. 
W. H. Vaughn, who is among the leas- 
ere in the camp, has found water in- 
dications two miles from the mines, 
and is investigating. Wood is packed 
from a distgnce of fifteen miles, and at 
present selis for $15 to $16 a cord. 

An effort is being made to have a 
postoffice established. Sodaville is now 
the postoffice address for mail for the 
camp. 

None of the mines are down more 
than forty-five or fifty feet, but all hold 
their own in size and richness. The 
deepest shaft is on a four-foot ledge of 
rich ore. The ore is a hard, dark-col- 
ored quartz, showing gold and silver, 
and is not rebellious. Owing to cost of 
transportation, ndthing but high-grade 
ore is shipped. Two main ledges crop 
out conspicuously for 300 or 400 yards. 
The ore is said to averoge $100 gold and 
400 ounces silver. 

THE BIG STRIKE AT GLEASON.
